REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendment filed on 3/3/2008 has been considered in view of the 

specification and the drawings of this application with respect to the references of the 
record. One difference between the present invention and Sienz is that the sensor of 
the present invention measures the magnetic field strength at the location where the 
windings of the primary movable machine part interact with the magnetic field produced 
by the fixed permanent magnets, wherein the magnetic field may be altered by a cover 
applied over the permanent magnets. The parameters derived from the altered 
magnetic field are then used to control the linear motor, without directly measuring the 
speed. Such direct measurement of a position-dependent magnetic field and derivation 
of control parameters is not taught or suggested by Sienz.
